WILL WAIT FOR TAFT 
TO MAKE PEACE IN CUBA 


Little Progress in Negotiations 
Between Opposing Parties, 


SEARCH AMERICANS’ HOMES 


Action of Officials in the Isle of Pines 
Could 
March Unepposed Into Havana. 


Causes Anger — Rebels 


HAVANA, Sept. 18. — Notwithstanding 
some appearance of activity, no decisive 
progress w2s made to-day in the peace 
negotiations. A few peace seekers went 
westward in automobiles with the idea of 
reaching and conferring with Pino Guerra, 
the insurgent leader in Pinar del Rio 
Province, and others visited Loynaz del 

astillo, the commander of the insurgent 

rees in Havans Province, but the only 
definite thing reported is that the insur- 
gents tn the field are not willing to enter 
on negotiations until all the prisoners ac- 
cused of conspiracy have been released. 

Considerable earnestness has been shown 
by some of the leaders in their efforts 
to reach a settlement, but others, nota- 
bly the Moderates, appear to be satisfied 
to let the situation remain as it is until ft 
can be adjudicated by President Roose- 
velt's representatives. 

An Associated Press correspondent this 
afternoon visited three insurgent camps 
west of Havana. He found al) the towns 
from Artemisa to Arroyo Arenas con- 
trolled by insurgents. Col. Galvez, who| 
was penned up last Saturday with 100 
volunteers in the Town Hall at Guana- 
jay, is still there, surrounded by insur- 
gents, who are deterred from dynamiting 
the building because of the fact that 
Gen. Loynazg del Castillo’s wife and fam- 
ily are held there by Col. Galvez. The 
Government troops are provisioned for a 
long siege. Major Acosta returned to 
Guanajay last night with the thirty po- 
lice who were captured on Sunday, when 
the Mayor of the town surrendered. A 
banquet was given to him by citizens. 

Pino Guerra’s force is believed to be 
camped to-night at Artemisa, and it is ex- 
pected that to-morrow it will unite with 
Gen. Castillo's force outside Havana. 

There 's only a small Government de- 
tachment guarding the Lisa Bridge, the 
entrance to Marianao, which is the near- 
est suburb to Havana. Between Marianao 
and the City of Havana are a few hundred 
Rural Guards and militia guarding the 
roads. The guards stated to The Asso- 
clated Press that if the insurgents should 
advance toward the city in large numbers 
they could not be expected to resist them, 

The newest feature of the revolution is} 
the appearance of Americans from the/| 
Isle of Pines complaining that officials 
of the courts of the island are searching 


the homes of all Americans for firearms 
and seizing all arms which are found. 
The Americans there, both Radicals and 
Conservatives, are extremely wrahtful 
over the action of these officials, especial- 
ly as the conduct of some of the natives 
lately had caused them to consider the 
ngoegeity of having firearms within reach. 
The ll appeal to Minister Morgan and 
Assistant Secretary of State Bacon to- 
morrow with a request that a United 
States naval vessel be sent to the Isle of 
Pines to safeguard the Nves and property 
of Americans. 

Stories of the latest encounters show 
that the Government forces are not equal 
in numbers to the insurgents. The latter 
consequently had the advantage in the 
last fight, which occurred at Los Palacios, 
Pinar del Rio, yesterday, between a Gov- 
ernment force under Col, Avalos and in- 
surgents under Pino Guerra. This fight 
was stopped by the timely appearance of 
Guerra’s brother and others on a peace 
mission, but not before Pino Guerra had 
occupied the town and his followers had 
done more or less looting. 

Since the return here of the military 
trains the rebels are again destr: »yin 
prope erty of the Cuban Western Railroa¢ 
a British concern.

| McSharry Killed Youth Who Tried | 


to Free His Prisoner, 


HAD ORDERED MEN TO MOVE 


They Resented it and Refused to Obey 
—Policeman Arrested One of 
Them and Was Attacked. 


Policeman John McSharry of the Bergen 
Street Police Station shot and killed 
Charles Connors, 24 years old, of 33 1 Ber- | 
gen Street, at Atlantic Avenue and Nev- | 
ins Street, Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon. 

The trouble that led to the shooting | 
started when the policeman ordered five 
young anen to move from in front of 
Barney McGeenan’s saloon, at Atlantic 
Avenue and Nevins Street. Connors was 
one of the five, and John McCarren, 
years old, of 555 Warren Street, was an-| 
other. 

When he told them to move on no one! 
obeyed. Instead, John McCarren began | 
to talk back. McSharry told him he could | 
take his choice between clearing out or | 
being arrested. He was arrested. | 

The policeman started with his prisoner | 
toward a drug store in the middle of the | 
block, where there is a telephone. Con- | 
jmors and McCarren’s three other com- 
panions followed close behind. 

“ Break away; break away, John!” they 
cried. 

McSharry and his prisoner had not pro- 
ceeded far when Connors ran up, and, 
grabbing hold of McCarren’s arm, tried 
to pull him from the policeman. McSharry 
drew his club and made Connors release 
his hold on the prisoner. 

Then a stone came from the crowd and 
barely missed the policeman’s head, The 
policeman drew his pistol and fired. 

When the policeman fired Connors stag- 
gered as if about to fall. He turned, 
however, and walked toward McSharry, | 
and when a few feet from the policeman 
fell dead, 

At the station house McSharry was! 
locked up charged with homicide. Capt. 
Baldwin, after an investigation, sald: 

‘*McSharry was justitied in shooting 
when he did. I find that the crowd was 
not only trying to get his prisoner, but 
that his life was in danger.”

SEVERAL PROBABLY KILLED 


Many Extraordinary Escapes In Deep | 


Torrent Flowing Over 


Quicksands. 


GUTHRIB, Oklahoma, Sept. 18.—The|

The accident was aue to driftwood, 
which piled against the bridge and pushed 
it out of line. 

While it is believed that several lives 
were lost, only one person is known posi- 
tively to have perished. He was Hank 
Littlefield, an employe of the Forepaugh- 
Sells Circus. Tho three-year-old child of 
Mrs. Kate Sells of Payne, Ohio, cannot 
recover. 

The train was an hour late and was 
running at a high rate of speed. The en- 
gineer did not see the condition of the 
bridge until he was within a few yards 
of it. He shouted to his fireman, Jumped, 
and escaped unhurt. The fireman suffered 
severe injuries. 

When the engine struck the bridge the 
structure collapsed, throwing the engine, 
smoking car, and day coach into the wa- 
ter. Two Pullmans remained on the 
track. 

The river is 1,500 feet wide at this point, 
and was swollen with what Is known as 
a “head rise,’’ a flood caused by heavy 
rains. 

The current carried the day coach down 
the stream and lodged it against a sand 
bank. The occupants were helped out 
through the doors and windows. 

The smoking car floated to a sandbar. 
Four men were seen to climb through the 
windows and pull themselves to the top 
of the car, calling for help. Those on 
shore were unable to reach them on ac- 
count of the high water, and while they 
were begging for assistance a mass of 
driftwood swept them away. 

Three other men crawled through the 
rear door of the smoking car and were 
rescued. 

One man was rescued from the river 
at Cashion, twenty miles from the dis- 
aster. He was almost dead. Others have 
been reported as floating down the river. 
The injured were hurried to Kingfisher, 
where the residents cared for them in 
their homes. 

Col, H. O. Wright of Denver, one of the 
passengers, floated on some wreckage 
down the stream to a point nine miles 
from the wreck. He was rescued by farm- 
ers, 

A colored train porter was seen floating 
on wreckage fourteen miles down the 
river from the wrecked bridge. He shout- 
ed to persons on shore that he would 
‘stop at the first station.” 

A man who hurried to the wreck said 
he saw four men on the top of a car in 
the middle of.the river waiting for help. 
As he watched, another section of the 
bridge gave way and the ties and rails} 
swept around, struck the car, and knocked 
the four men into the water.

NEW MEAT REGULATIONS. 


Rigid Inspection with Certificates and 
Labels Provided. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Secretary 
Wilson to-day promulgated the regulations 
under the new meat inspection law gov- 
erning the transportation of meat in inter- 
State ind fureign commerce. There are 
eight amendments to the regulations al- 
ready in force, ind these have to do with 
inter-State iransportation, inspected meats 
and products, exempted meats and prod- 
ucts, meats offered for transportation by 
farmers, and the restrictions upon com- 
mon carriers in certain cases. 

The regulations are to become effec- 
tive on and after Oct. 1 next, but shall 
not apply to the continuous carriage of 
meat or meat food products which are 
in transit on Oct. 1 next. 

Then follow the various regulations 
requiring that no person, firm, or corpo- 
ration shall receive for transportation or 
transport from one State or Territory or 
the District of Columbia any carcass, 
meat food product, &c., until a certificate 
is made and furnished according to the 


scribe. These call for the most exact 
statements of the name of the railroad 
to which the shipment is offered, the 
shipper, the consignee, point of shipment, 
point of destination, car number and tn- 
ilial, whether the establishment is ex- 
empted, and if so its exempt number, 
whether the meats are inspected or unin- 
spected. 

The regulations also provide for the for- 
warding to the Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry of duplicate certificates 
in cases where the meats have been in- 
spected, and the shfpment placed in a 
railroad car sealed by an employe of the 
bureau. In these cases it is not required 
that the meats shall be marked “ inspect- 
ed and passed.’’ Duplicate certificates 
also are required in the case of exempted 
meats and products, and shall be separate 
and apart from any waybill, bill of lading, 
or other form ordinarily used in the ship- 
ment of meat. As to these latter products 
the certificate must show that ‘the said

Rate Law Ruling Says Nothing 
but Money Is Legal Fare. 


NEW 30-DAY NOTICE RULE 


Through Joint Rate Changes Come Un- 
der This Decislon—Excursion 
Rates Exempt. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—In an opinion 
rendered Sept. 15, but made public to-day, 
Commission 


takes important action in construing the 
application of the new railroad rate law 
and providing general rules applying to 
joint tariff rates on new lines and to 


commutation, mileage, and excursion 
rates. The deciston in full is as follows: 

“The Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion, in answer to numerous inquiries 
from railroad officials and other interest- 
ed persons, and for the purpose of giving 
administrative construction to certain 
rovisions of the amended act to ae 
ate commerce which became effective 
on the 28th of August, 1906, announces 
the following rulings: 

“Payment for Transportation—Nothing 
but money can be lawfully received or 
accepted th payment for transportation 
subject to the act, whether of passengers 
or property, or for any service in con- 
nection therewith, it being the opinion 
of the commission that the prohibition 
against charging or collecting a greater 
or less or different compensation than 
the established rate In effect at the time 
precludes the acceptance of services, 
property, or other payment jn leu of the 
amount of money specified in the pub- 
lished schedules. - 

“Notice of Changes in Rates—Where 
two or more connestng carriers estab- 
lish a joint rate which is 
than the sum of their local rates, such 
joint rate is a change of rates and re- 
quires a notice of thirty days. In such 
case the joint rate, when duly _ estab- 
lished and in force, becomes the only law- 
ful rate for through transportation. 

“New Roads—On new lines of road, in- 
cluding branches and extensions of exist- 
ing roads, individual rates may be es- 
tablished in the first instance, and also 
joint rates to and from points on such 
new line, without notice, on posting @ 
tariff of such gates and filing the same 
y he commission. 
wi ound-Trip Excursion Rates-It is the 
opinion of the commission that the pro- 
visions of the amended sixth section in 
respect to the publishing, filing, and post- 
ing of tariffs apply to the mileage, ex- 
cursion, and commutation rates author- 
ized by the twenty-second section. Such 
a rate. when first established or offered, 
is held to be a change of rates which re- 
quires a notice of thirty days. No rea- 
son appears why this notice should not 
be given 
commutation rates, round-trip rates, 
other reduced rates which, like ordinary 

assenger rates, are established for an 
ndefinite period and appear to be a mat- 
ter of permanent policy. Strictly excur- 
sion rates, however, covering a name 
and limited re ade are of a different 
character in this regard, and may proper- 
ly be established on much shorter notice. 
To avoid the necessity for special ap- 
plication in cases of this kind the com- 
mission has made & general order fix- 
ing the following-named time of notice 
of round-trip excursion rates, and carriers 
may govern themselves accordingly: 

“Rates for an éxcursion limited io a 
e ated period of not more than ree 
ear ve established, without further 
notice, upon posting a tariff one day in 
advance in two public and conspicuous 
vlaces in the waiting room of each sta- 
tion where tickets for such excursion 
are sold and mailing a copy thereof to 
the commission. 

“Rates for an excursion Imited to a 
designated period of more than three days 
and not more than thirty days may 
established upon a notice of three days 
in place of the thirty days’ notice other- 
wise required by the amended sixth sec- 
5 for an excursion Hmited to a 
designated period exceeding thirty days 
will require the stat¢tory notice unless 
shorter time is allowe ft in special cases 
by the commission.”

Instead of commending the conditions 
of to-day as the fruit of a great reform, 
this British person, for some mysterious, 
but not unimaginable, reason, prefers to 
pretend that he thinks what is always 
was, and that the great ‘‘ meat scandal” 
was merely a demonstration of our abili- 
ties in the way of calumny and hysteria. 
‘“*T have discussed with many people in 
the United States and Canada," says this 
strange fellow, ‘the true inwardness and 
significance of the agitation against the 
packing houses, and the conclusion I have 
been forced to is that It was largely from 
political considerations.” 

Presumably there are several hundred 
persons in the two countries mentioned 
who would tell Mr. Haypon absurdities 
like these as soon as they had gauged 
the extent of his credulity or of his dis- 
position to conceal known facts, and this 
may be called “ many,’’ perhaps, but if 
he heard nothing else while he was over 
here he must have selected his ‘“‘ many”’ 
with great care. The people of the United 
States, however it may be with those of 
Canada, are quite content with their “ agi- 
tation against the packing houses" and 
quite content with its results. They do not 
see how it involved politics except remote- 
ly and indirectly, and they do not at 
all begrudge such credit as any politicians 
may have made out of it. Mr. Haypon’s 
fellow-countrymen will do extremely well 
if they take his advice, extremely ill if 
they accept his explanations.

than a somewhat improved hand brake, 
and we have all watched the desperate 
efforts the motormen often have to make, 
not always with success, to avoid col- 
lisfons with people on foot or with other 
vehicles. 

Many if not most of these accidents 
would be prevented if New York cars had 
brakes of the kind common in many other 
parts of the country and in condition of 
service by no means as difficult as they 
are here. The air brake not only gives 
vastly better control] of the car than even 
the best of hand brakes supply, but it 
provides the motorman with an admirable 
warning signal and enables him to use 
his mind more by decreasing at least

His Anonymous Letter to Inier- 
State Commission Made Public. 


EXPORT ABUSES DESCRIBED 


Head of the Great Western Says 3C 
Days’ Notice Clause Doesn’t Pre- 
vent Manipulation of Rates.

At a hearing a few days ago before 
Inter-State Commerce Commission on 
petition of cotton-carrying railroads for 
authority to change rates without as 
much as thirty days’ notice extracts were 
read from a letter which had been re- 
ceived by the Commissioners from ‘a 
railroad President.’’ Counsel for the rail- 
roads protested against the introduction 
of anonymous statements and they asked 
that the writer's name be made public. It 
was withheld. This is the letter in full, 
addressed to the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission on Sept. 10 by A. B. Stick- 
ney, President of the Chicago Great West- 
ern Railway Company: 

Sept. 10, 1906 
The Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
Washington, D. C.: 

Gentlemen: Your notice inviting the 

various carriers to express themselves 


j upon the petition of various cotton-carry<« 


ing roads for authority to change rates 
on export cotton upon less than thirty 
days’ notice has just come to my atten- 
tion. 

I can conceive of no reason which would 
apply to cotton which would not, with 
equal force, apply to export grain, flour, 
live stock, and packing-house products, 
Generally speaking, grain, flour, and 
packing house products have been undet 
the old law exported at special con- 
tract rates, and a special tariff has been 
issued to cover each individual contract, 
which has been filed in your office, 
sometimes before, but more frequently 
after, the shipment has actually been 
made. 

If you will examine the schedules on file 
in your office you will find thousands of 
so-called expert schedules which bear on 
their face evidence that they are in refer- 
ence to a special contract which has been 
made between the railway company issu- 
ing it and some particular shipper, who fs, 
thereby, under color of law, given prefer- 
ence over all of his competitors, which is 
the very thing the law was intended to 
prevent. The thirty days’ notice makes it 
only a little more difficult to manipulate 
the export rates for the benefit of the 
larger shippers. 

It was by means of such schedules that 
the export rate on packing house products 
from Kansas City was manipulated. The 
court held the schedule and the practice 
unlawful, assessed the maximum fine, and 
regretted that the law did not permit im- 
prisonment. The present law permits im- 
prisonment. 

If you wink at the practice of exporting 
cotton under such schedules, as requested, 
you will later have to wink the other eye 
at the same practice in regard to the ex- 
port of wheat, flour, and packing house 
products, and I shall then be compelled to 
go out of the export trade or to compete 
against such practices by adopting the 
same methods. 

All officials of railway companies sat 
in the shadow of the penitentiary from 
the passage of the first law, which im- 
posed imprisonment, until the passage of 
the Elkins law, which abolished impris- 
onment. The new law re-enacts the im- 
prisonment penalty, and for this reason 
I have the right to protest, and do pro- 
test, against the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission letting down the bars which 
will render the efforts of a company to 
obey the law useless, and which will re- 
sult in a flood of illegal practices, and 
thus compel railway officers to again sit 
in the shadow of the penitentiary the re- 
mainder of their lives. 

The commission should understang that 
the eyes of every freight agent and of 
every shipper who hag heretofore receivod 
discriminating rates, as well as the eyes 
of all the people of the United States, are 
fixed upon the commission ,to see wheth- 
er it is in earnest In the enforcement of 
the new law in fts integrity, or is going 
to pursue a practice of emasculating the 
law by winking at illegal practices.

|Market Checked Again by Money 
Rates—German Bank Rats

In the movement of prices in yesterday’s 
| stock market there was contained further 
| evidence of the present determination of 
| banking interests to hold speculation in 
| check. How long this restraint will be 
| continued is, of course, a question, but it 
| has been a very powerful factor for some 
| days now, and the position of the market 
| would not suffer if it were to be main- 
tained until banking resources are still 
|further strengthened. Prices in general 
| backed and filled from the opening to the 
close of business, with the general ten- 
dency toward a lower level, Reading 
|forming the only noteworthy exception 
to this rule. The report that the Union 
| Pacific had acquired control of the Balti- 
; more stock recently sold by the Pennsyl- 
; Vania had very little effect upon the so- 
| curities of these two properties, prob- 
|} ably for several reasons, including those 
| that such a contingency has been rather 
| well fixed in Wall Street’s mind since the 
| Pennsylvania disposed of its Baltimore & 
| Ohio, and that other railroads are also 
| negotiating for this block of stock. The 
official announcement that the reported 
| Sale of the stock to the Union Pacific 
| Was premature led to inferences which 
are probably fustifiable that sooner or 
later the Union Pacifico will come into 
possession of the Baltimore & Ohio. The 
| wisdom of such a transaction must be 
| tested by future events, but at the mo- 
ment this rupture of a long-standing rail- 
road policy regarding East and West lines 
seems hazardous, particularly from the 
political point of view. It must be ad- 
mitted, ‘however, that such considerations 
at the moment seem to weigh very little 
with certain of our railroad managements 
|} which have succumbed to the Folie des 
Grandeurs. 

Other matters coming in for attention 
by financial markets included the rise in 
call money to 9 per cent,, this being, 
doubtless, a reflection of the banking at- 
titude toward the market; a sharp fall 
in New York exchange at Chicayo, fore- 
| shadowing a renewal of Western demands 
pesd money, and an advanoe in the offi- 

cial discount rate of the Bank of Ger- 
| many from 4% per cent. to 5 per cent., 
the quotation thus established being as 
high as any put into effect at this sea- 
son in many years. Foreign exchange 
rates worked somewhat easier, and one 
of our importing banks reported the en- 
|} gagement of $1,000,000 in gold, while fur- 
| ther deposits of Government funds by 
|the Sub-Treasury on account of the im- 
port movement brought the total of such 
deposits against engagements up to near- 
ly $22,000,000. Importing bankers re- 
ported increasing reluctance on the part 
|ef European holders of gold to part with 
| the metal, and expressed doubts for the 
| first time if the movement oould be car- 
|rled to much higher figures without se- 
riously affecting money markets abroad. 
| Perhaps it was apprehension of the con- 
tinuation of the movement which led to 
the marked firmness of discounts In Lon- 
don yesterday and to the advance in 
rates at Paris.

used for the most part to purchase suffi- 
cient of the stock of the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company to bring about the merger 
which has been ‘looked for since the 
Schley-Berwind-aGtes syndicate con- 
trolling the latter company bought their 
way into the Tennesse Coal and Iron Com- 
pany last Fall. 

It was announced after the Directors’ 
meeting yesterday that a call for a special 
meeting of stockholders had been author- 
ized, at which the proposition to increase 
the company’s common stock from 380,- 
000,000 to $50,000,000 would be voted. It 
was sald that the new stock would be for 
“extensions, improvements, and acquisi- 
tions.” 

While it was denied by an officer of the 
company after the meeting that the ques- 
tion of the purchase of the Republic Iron 
and Steel Company had come up, he would 
not say that the new stock would not be 
used for this purpose. This might have 
been provided for under the head of “ ac- 
quisitions.” 

The Republic Iron and Bteel Company 
is owned by a group of men among whom 
are Grant B. Schley, John W. Gates, E. 
J. Berwind, Leonard A. Hanna, BD. W. 
Oglebay, and Oakleigh Thorne. They 
quietly bought up a controlling interest 
in the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company 
last November and surprised the old 
Management by appearing at the meeting 
with enough stock to elect whom they 
pleased to the Directorate. The result 
was the resignation of the old officers, 
whose places were taken by Republic 
men. Since then the old owners of the 
company have disposed of a great decal 
of stock to the Schley-Gates crowd, which 
is credited with now owning about 90 per 
cent. of the company’s shares. 

The additional $20,000,000 of stock which 
the Tennessee Company intends to issue 
would be more than ample to buy all the 
$27,852,000 of common stock of the Re- 
public Iron and Steel Company outstand- 
ing at the market price of 89, and leave a 
large balance for the extensions and im- 
provements which are also named in the 
Directors’ statement. One of the diffi- 
culties which has hitherto stood in the 
way of consolidation has been the dis- 
crepancy in the earning powers of the 
two companies, the balance standing in 
favor of the Republic Iron and Steel 
Company. On the other hand, the Ten- 
nesses Company is the holder of far 
larger deposits of ore and coal than the 
former. 

The stockholders’ meeting will be held 
Oct. 16 at Tracy City, Tenn. The Direc- 
tors declared the regular quarterly divi- 
dend of 1 per cent. on the common stock 
and 2 per cent. on the preferred, of 
which there {s only an inconsiderable 
amount outstanding. The books close 
Sept. 25 and reopen Nov. 2. 

@¢ common stock of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Company was increased 
last Spring from $23,000, to $30,000,000. 
The proceeds from the sale of this stock 
are being used in modernizing and ex- 
tending fhe plants, thereby giving the 
company a& much larger capacity. The 
annual report as of ec. 31, 1905, gave 
the outstanding common stock as $23. 
553,060, and the preferred stock as $248,- 
300. art of the preferred stock has re- 
cently been converted into common stock.

The Long Island Realty Convention be- 
gan its two days’ session yesterday in 
the Palm Garden, at Greene and Ham- 
burg Avenues, Brooklyn, fully 500 dealers 
in Long Island real estate boing present 
from Brooklyn, Manhattan, Queens, and 
various Long Island cities and towns. 

It was estimated that the firms repre- 
sented at the opening of the convention 
control nearly $200,000,000 of real estate 
at preSent valuation. 

To ali in development and in the par- 
celing and sale of more than 1,000,000 
acres of land on Long Island in a man- 
ner commensurate with the improvements 
in transportation and the rapid increase 
in value of the property, is the main ob- 
ject of the real estate men, who are gath- 
ered in this convention To keep out dis- 
honest concerns and to guard small in- 
vestors from the lure of promoters who 
are after quick profits is another object 
of the gathering. 

A note of warning was sounded at the 
very beginning in a letter sent by Presi- 
dent Peters of the Long Island Railroad. 

“I am sorry to say,”’ Mr, Peters wrote 
in his letter to the convention, “‘ that there 
have been a great many operations car- 
ried on on Long Island during the last 
eighteen months which have not been 
legitimate, and it is hoped that the influ- 
ence of you gentlemen, who cater only to 
legitimate operations, will do away with 
the questionable transactions which are 
daily coming to our notice. 


Tiny Lots Sold on Installments. 


“IT mean particularly the buying of 
acreage fifty and sixty miles from the 
city and cutting it up into twelve, six- 
teen and twenty foot lots and selling to 
the public on the installment plan. To 
our mind this is illegitimate, and will do 
much harm to Long Island, and I take 
this opportunity of saying that the Long 
Island Railroad will not assist in any way 
an operation of this nature. 

“Long Island without doubt has the 
most natural attractions for residential 
agricultural communities, and the 
question of sustaining the integrity of 
the island rests largely upon the shoul- 
ders of the real estate operators, the 
builders, and the transportation lines.” 

Otto Kempner, President of the Kings 
and Queens County Real Estate Ex- 
change, introduced Controller Herman A. 
Metz. Mr. Metz called attention to the 
fact that instead of welcoming transpor- 
tation plans as in the past, a reaction had 
set in against the public utilities eorpora- 
tions, and this reaction had taken such 
hold on public officials that it had gone to 
an extreme. 

“The tendency now is to sandbag 
them,” he said. “ When we do, that it 
means stagnation, and then retrogres- 
sion. Nothing is more important for 
Brooklyn, for Long Island—and Queens in 
particular—than to head off the tendency 
of things going to New Jersey. Manu- 
facturing is going there—I have moved 
two plants there myself. You know what 
that means. The large enterprises are 
going there, and in a short time their 
homes will have to follow.”’ 


Transit to Brooklyn Still Bad. 


Mr. Metz declared that means of com- 
munication were getting better every day 
in New Jersey and in Westchester, and 
even up in Connecticut, so that the trav- 
eler from Manhattan may get to Albany 
almost as quickly as he can to Brooklyn. 
He advised the convention to get to a 
sane and safe attitude toward the trans- 
portation companies as soon as possible. 

Of the connecting railroad, for the 
franchise of which application is pending, 
Mr. Metz declared that it would connect 
Long Island with the outside world, and 
that every day that it was held up was a 
loss of money to Long Island. 

“We ought to have that road,” he 
said. “‘In your suburban extensions I 
know the feeling in favor of going in for 
subway, everybody 
wants subways. 

“TI think the town has gone subway 
crazy. That is my opinion. Take in the 


Bronx, take our loop, take any effort at 
relief that has been brought up, and you 
get nothing but ‘subway!’ 

‘* Now, who is going to build them? You 
can’t sell city bonds even at 4 per cent. 
now. I don’t see where the money is 
coming dn. I don’t see why we keep on

E. W. BLOOMINGDALE PRAISED 


Warmly Compl!imented as Recelver for 
the Castle Braid Company. 


At the time of the failure of the Castle 
Braid Company in 1905 E. W. Bloom- 
ingdale was appointed receiver by Justice 
Blanchard of the Supreme Court. In a 
final decision rendered in the matter a 
few days ago Judge Charles M. Hough of 
the United States District Court compli- 
mented Mr. Bloomingdale on the work he 
had done as receiver. Mr. Bloomingdale, 
said Judge Hough, had administered with 
success a large business for more than 
two months with a vigor and promptitude 
admirably corresponding with his business 
reputation. He took the serious responsi- 
bility of practicaily advancing his own 
money to resuscitate a business which 
certainly needed prompt cash, and he 
changed the accounting system of a large 
factory apparently in the interest of 
economy, something that no one but a 
man of great business experience could 
have done successfully. 


ASKS ACTION ON TELEPHONES 


The Atlantic Company Says Its Rival 
Is Trying to Confuse Matters. 


The Atlantic Telephone Company wrote 
to the Board of Estimate yesterday asking 
that its application for a franchise re- 
ceive the most careful consideration and 
also that the application of the New York 
Telephone Company for certain conces- 
sions and rights be denied. It asks for the 
rejection of the New York Company's 
application on the ground that it does not 
ask for a franchise under a strict read- 
ing of the rules of the Board of Estimate 
and the city charter; that it asks for a 
privilege which the City Government is 
without power to grant, and that the 
New York Company demands a monopoly. 

In conclusion the Atlantic interests de- 
clare that the New York Company is 
“studiously, cunningly, insistently seek- 
ing devious and tedious ways by which it 
may drive the Board of Estimate away 
from any mode of action upon the pro- 
posed grant of the Atlantic Telephone 
Company.’ 


NEED MORE MONEY IN CHILE. 


Rellef Committee Exhausts Fund and 
the Misery Increases. 


A cablegram was received yesterday by 
the Chile Relief Committee from the 
Foreign Relief Committee at Valparaiso, 
to which the relief funds raised in New 
York have been transferred by cable. The 
Foreign Committee acknowledges the 
cable remittances and says that the funds 
are being exhausted while misery in- 
creases. The cablegram confirms the 
previous reports as to the seriousness of 
the situation created by the recent earth- 
quake and fire in Valparaiso. The fund 
raised in New York by the Relief Com- 
mittee amounts to $57,062.55. The money 
has been transmitted by cable from day 
to day 

The "Relief Committee here is unable to 
respond to the call of the Valparaiso com- 
mittee, it is said, unless further subscrip- 
tioas are made promptly by those desir- 
ous of aiding in the relief work. Con- 
tributions may be sent to J. P. Grace, the 
Treasurer, at 1 Hanover Square.

A HURRICANE OFF HATTERAS. 


Three Coasting Vessels Hit It—None 
Serlously Damaged. 


The Norwegian steamship Verona, in 
yesterday from Port Antonio, was caught 
in the hurricane that raged off Cape Hat- 
teras on Sunday and Monday. The hurri- 
cane, the Verona skipper sald, came out 
of the northeast, and while it lasted was 


about as stiff an affair as he has encoun- 
tered in many years. The Verona weath- 
ered the storm in fine shape, and with the 
exception of two ventilators that were 
smashed, was in as good shape when the 
storm ended as she was before it started. 

Two other Norwegian vessels, the Uller 
and the Jamaica, reported encountering 
the same hurricane.

BALTIMORE & OHIO 
NOT HARRIMAN’S---YET 


But Wall Street Is Pretty Sure It 
Will Be Very Soon. 


SYNDICATE MEMBER TALKS 


Negotlations Not Yet Beyond the Ten- 
tative Stages—Political Results of 
Such a Deal Important 


The rumors which have been in olroula- 
tion in Wall Street ever since the sale by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad of its holdings 
of Baltimore & Ohio stock, regarding the 
probable taking over of this. stock by the 
Union Pacifico, represented in the Baltt- 
more & Ohio board by HB. H. Harriman, 
took concrete form yesterday in the re- 
port that such a transaction has aotually 
taken place. A statement coming from 
the banking house of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
characterizing this report as premature, 
was accepted as confirmation. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it was learned authoritatively 
that the Union Pacific is only one of sev- 
eral railroads which have been negotia- 
ting with Kuhn, Loeb & Co., as the head 
of the Baltimore & Ohio syndicate, for its 
holdings. 

One of the most {mportant members of 
the syndicate sald yesterday that not 
only had the Union Pacific been negotia- 
ting for the syndicate’s holdings of some 
400,000 shares of Baltimore & Ohio, but 
that several other roads, the exact num- 
ber and the names of which he would not 
specify, had been putting forth Inquiries 
of the same nature regarding terms and 
other details, Such negotiations, this 
syndicate member declared, had not as 
yet gone beyond tentative stages in any 
instances, and, while the property would 
probably be disposed of finally to that 
bidder whose offer was the most advan- 
tageous, there was a strong probability 
that the Union Pacific would make this 
offer and become the actual owner of the 
stock sold by the Pennsylvania. For this 
reason, he said, reports that the sale had 
actually~been closed were premature. 

Wall Street found many phases in this 
situation of interest, including the identi- 
ty of the other railroads willing to take 
over the 400,000 shares-of Baltimore & 
Ohio stock, worth at the market $48,800,- 
000. Among the Street’s guesses as to the 
identity of the negotiators were the Erie 
and the Reading. Some plausibility was 
thrown about the Reading conjecture by 
the sensational rise In Reading stock yes- 
terday, and by the fact that the Directors 
of that property meet to-day, but it is 
more probable, according to thé syndicate 
member reported, that the Union Pacific 
will turn up in possession of the control 
of Baltimore & Ohio. 

Another matter of exceptional fnterest in | 
connection with the possible purchase of | 
this Baltimore & Ohio stock by the Union 
Pacific is the question of the relations 
which would ‘then exist between the Bal- 
timore & Ohio, under Union Pacific domi- 
nation, and the Pennsylvania, which 
bought the Baltimore & Ohio several years 
ago in order to remove a very disturbing 
factor in its territory. The syndicate 
member already quoted said that the ne- 
gotiations thus far had been conducted 
with the aim of securing perfect harmony 
between the Pennsylvania and the Union 
Pacific, should the latter acquire the Bal- 
timore & Ohio. The relation of the two 
roads would be perfectly amicable, and it 
was not at all unlikely that the Pennsyl- 
vania would retain enough Baltimore & 
Ohio stock to give it a fair participation 
in the direction of the road's affairs, or 
at least an assurance that its interests 
would not be injured. 

Bankers who discussed the prospect of 
Union Pacific ownership of Baltimore & 
Ohio, a situation which would mean the 
ownership by the Harriman interests of a 
great transcontinental line with termi- 
nals upon the Pacific and Atlantic Coasts, 
and such subsidiary properties as the 
Southern Pacific, the Pactfic Mail Steam- 
ship Company, half of the Chitago & 
Alton, and an important voice in the St. 
Paul and the Illinois Central, with ulti- 
mate peigee | of thane. gre at properties, 
pointed out that so gigantic ¢ an amalgama- 
tion of railroads would invite direct po- 
litieal attack. It would bring into the 
control of a comparatively small group 
of men the greatest railroads in the coun- 
try and the concrete evidence of such con- 
trol displayed by a transcontinental sys- 
tem, the bankers urged, would increase 
the prejudices already —s and ex- 
pressed in many ways, as by the recent 
rate bill and Mr. Bryan’s Federal owner- 
ship proposition against such plain cen~- 
tralization of railroad power. 

It was admitted, however, that such con- 
siderations would play small part in any 
decision which the Union Pacific inter- 
ests might make, and the opinion was a 
eral that the conclusion of negotiatio 
by which Mr. Harriman secured the Balti. 
more & Ohio would be announced very 


shortly.
